The Kevin Guest House is the nation's first hospital hospitality house. 

ed by two full-time staffers and four part-time employees. 

The home was donated by Cyril and Claudia Garvey of Sharon, 
Pa., and christened in memory of- their 13-year-old son, Kevin, who 
died of leukemia in 1972 while being treated at Buffalo's Roswell Park 
Cancer Institute. A star Little Leaguer and budding comedian, Kevin 
had a knack for charming people. 

"He was an exceptional little boy wlio loved to tell jokes and had 
a way of laughing at himself?' says his older brother, Denis, now 55 
and living in Charlotte, N.C Cyril died in 1996, and Claudia lives 
today in Colorado. 

During Kevins treatment, his father saw a need that wasn't 
being met by the hospital. "Dad felt the pain of parents sleeping in 
the hospital lobby and eating from vending machines," Garvey says. 

One day while driving to 
the cancer institute, Garvey's 
parents spotted the house 
and decided to purchase it. 
Their plan was to donate 
it to the community as a 
place of comfort for family 
members of Albany hospital 
patients who couldn't afford 
other accommodations. 

Volunteers helped reno- 
vate and furnish the home, 
and the doors opened in 
Houseguests enjoy the fellowship of 1972. Its immediate success 
Thursday-night communal dinners, caught the attention of fast- 
food giant McDonald's. The corporation sent representatives to 
Buffalo to leam about die home when the company was drawing up 
the blueprint for its own Ronald McDonald House in Philadelphia, 
which opened in 1974. 

The Kevin Guest House also became the model for the 
American Cancer Society's. Hope Lodge (found in 15 states, 
plus Puerto Rico) and Fisher House for families of military

I today number about 400 nationwide. 

Each year KGH welcomes about 1,200 
J guests from across the country and worldwide, 
accommodating up to 21 people at a time at 
a suggested donation of $20 a night. Guests 
can prepare their own meals, do laundry, and 
even use die computer in the cozy library to 
check e-mail or do research on die Internet. 
"Comfort dogs" Garvey and Grade always are 
J ready for a heartwarming cuddle. 

"KGH became my surrogate family and 
j helped me keep my sanity" says Ruth Henry, 
] 70, of Randolph, N.Y., a guest during her 
husbands hospitalization in 2004. "The staff 
welcomed me with open arms and provided 
I a place ro get away from die stresses and chal- 
lenges my husband and I faced together." 

Lisa Kane, 46, of Syracuse, N.Y., found 
KGH an oasis during her husband Sean's 
cancer treatment. "Our twins had room to 
play, we could relax in the garden and enjoy 
a beautiful summer evening," she says. "The 
staff" made our time in Buffalo the best it 
could be. What they do is so important to 
the healing process." 

Zimmerman says the Garveys' small 
dream lias turned into a national phenom- 
enon. "There is a special magic about this 
place," lie says, "a spirit liere we often say is 
Kevin looking over us." ^

(MS) — There is a good 
chance that you've been in- 
vited to a wedding — or will 
be — where the expected at- 
tire was a mystery. Unless 
the invitation specifically 
mentions "black tie" or an- 
other dress code, you could 
be taking a guess as to what* 
is appropriate to wear. No 
one wants to be the odd per- 
son out, wearing an outfit 
that is inconsistent with the 
scope of the wedding. 
Usually there are hints that 
will offer you ideas about 
the formality of the wed- 
ding. Act as a super sleuth 
and follow the clues. 
1. Look at the invitation. 
Does it have all of the mark- 
ers of a formal wedding: 
thick card stock, engraved 
typeset, calligraphy on the 
envelope? Or does it casu- 




ally invite you to watch the 
couple tie the knot? 
Typically the invitation will 
set the tone of the wedding. 
2. Consider the location of 
the ceremony and reception. 
Chances are if the couple is 
being married on the beach 
and having a clam bake as 
their party they won't expect 
women to wear an evening 
gown and gents to wear 
tails. But if you recognize 
the reception hall to be a 
formal or semi-formal 
venue, the dress code is 
likely similar. 

• 3. Take your cues from the 
bride and her wedding 
party. If you've heard the 
bride will be wearing a 
cathedral-length veil and 
elaborate wedding gown, 
chances are she's going for a 
formal wedding. If you 
know the bridesmaids are 
wearing sarongs and flip 
flops, it's probably a casual 
affair. 

4. Don't be afraid to ask. 
Ring the bride or groom, or 
their parents, and inquire as 
to what type of atmosphere 
it will be. If you're mortified 
by this idea, err on the side 
of caution by choosing 
something that is conserva- 
tive. Ladies usually can't go 



wrong with a black cocktail 
dress and men can play it 
safe in a dark-colored suit 
and tie. 

Follow these guidelines: 
BLACK TIE 

Her: A formal dress, usually 
to the floor. Coordinate 
with a beaded purse and ele- 
gant wrap. Expect to dance, 
so dont wear anything too 
revealing or constricting. 

Him: A tuxedo is the only 
appropriate thing to wear. 
EVENING WEDDING 

Her: Dress as if you were 
going to the theater or a 
fancy restaurant. Cocktail 
dresses are appropriate, or 
dressy suits. Avoid anything 
with sequins or too flashy. 
Suits shouldn't be too stuffy 
or "corporate." 

Him: A dark suit is always a 



safe bet. If you suspect it is 
semi-formal, you may be 
able to wear a blazer, slacks 
and a tie. 
DAYTIME WEDDING 

Her: A conservative but fun 
floral dress or light-colored 
suit. 

Him: A light-colored suit if 
it is a summer wedding. For 
winter, dress warmer in a 
blazer and slacks with either 
a dress shirt or sweater un- 
derneath. Tuxedos should 
not be worn before 6 p.m. 
It is safe to assume that the 
following are not appropri- 
ate to wear to a wedding. 

• Black to a daytime wed- 
ding, you'll look like you 
are in mourning 

• White, it 
competes with 
the bride 



•Jeans 

• Anything torn, dirty or 
ill-fitting 

• Anything too revealing, 
particularly to a religious 
wedding where a coverup 
may be necessary for a strap- 
less or sleeveless gown. 
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Tips for Choosing the Right Reception Haii 



(MS) — Weddings can be a 
very complicated endeavor 
to pull off. Far more than 
pulling on fancy clothes, 
strolling down the s aisle and 
saying, "I do," a successful 
wedding is a testament to a 
couples ability to plan and 
juggle multiple tasks. 

One of the biggest tasks a 
couple must handle is 
choosing a reception hall. 
Since most couples choose a 
religious facility based on 
where they attend services 
or where they attended 
growing up, that decision is 
often easier than choosing 
where the couple and their 
guests will go to let loose 
once the ceremony's over. 
Couples facing the dilemma 
of where to host their post- 
wedding party should ask 
the following questions 
when on the hunt for a re- 
ception hall. 

• When is the hall avail- 
able? If you've already cho- 
sen a wedding date, this is 
obviously the most impor- 
tant question to ask. If you 
haven't pinned down a date 
yet, perhaps a favorite hall's 
availability can help you de- 
termine when to walk down 
the aisle. Just remember that 
many houses of worship 
frown on picking a date and

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booking with a reception 
hall without securing the 
ceremony first. 

• How much? Different 
places charge different 
prices, and with the escalat- 
ing costs of weddings these 
days, this should be the 
question you ask immedi- 
ately after learning of the 
hall's availability. Its also 
good to have a number in 
mind with respect to how 
much you can spend on the 
reception. 

Its also wise to ask what's 
included in the fee. Some 
halls, believe it or not, 
charge extra for tables, 
chairs and linens. Be sure to 
state your preference of 
round tables or banquet ta- 
bles as well. 

• What is the capacity? 
This can often be researched 
via the Internet. If your 
wedding party is going to be 
large, there's no sense in 
driving to a locale that can't 
accommodate larger crowds. 
Some reception halls feature 
rooms • for smaller crowds 
and rooms for larger parties. 

• What about the catering? 
Some reception halls insist 
customers use their kitchen 
staff, while others allow out- 
side caterers to come in. 
Oftentimes, halls that re-

quire on-site staff do the 
cooking also require a mini- 
mum number of guests. In 
addition, those that permit 
private caterers might 
charge extra to allow kitchen 
usage to outside vendors. 

• What service styles are 
available? Food and drinks 
can be served cocktail style, 
formal, or buffet style. 
Couples should determine 
what they want, but should 
also keep in mind that buf- 
fet style serving is often less 
expensive. 

• How can drinks be 
served? The bar service can 
range from a full open bar 
(often the most expensive) 
to only certain drinks of- 
fered at the open bar (i.e., 
beer is open bar, mixed 
drinks cost guests per drink) 
to individuals paying for

• Change beneficiaries on 
all accounts: Be it your 
401 (k), a life or auto insur- 
ance policy, investment ac- 
counts or just your savings 
account at the local bank, 
once you're married you'd 
likely prefer your spouse to 
be the beneficiary in the case 
of an accident. This is not a 
complicated process, and 
should be done as soon as 
possible. It's especially im- 
portant to do this if children 
are in the equation, as no 
one wants to leave their 
spouse on the short end fi- 
nancially if they'll be raising 
the kids by themselves. 

• Decide on a healthcare 
plan: Many times, its most 



beneficial to have both 
spouses on the same plan, as 
opposed to each having 
their own plan. Most poli- 
cies mandate you add a 
spouse within a 30-day win- 
dow after you've been mar- 
ried. Look at each policy 
closely to see which one is 
more financially beneficial, 
but also see which one 
might be better in the long 
run (i.e., if children will be 
added down the road). 
• Review other insurance 
policies as well: Oftentimes, 
it's cheaper to combine auto 
insurance policies instead of 
each spouse having one in 
their name. Companies typ- 
ically lower rates for married 
couples, and many times 
you won't need to pay for 
duplicate coverage like you 
would if you had two differ- 



ent policies. 

Look at insurance policies 
beyond auto insurance, too. 
For instance, you won't need 
two renter's insurance poli- 
cies anymore (if any at all), 
so pick the better one if 
you're still renting.

• Update your will: While 
this is similar to changing 
beneficiaries, its not exactly 
the same thing. Changing 
beneficiaries is more estate 
planning, which a will does- 
n't really account for.

(MS) — Wedding invitations are typically mailed 
out six to eight weeks prior to a wedding. In the 
past, this gave guests ample time to fit the wed- 
ding into their schedules. But as friends and fam- 
ily have become busier and more overschedulcd 
and wedding guests are spread all across the 
country, save-the-date cards have grown in popu- 
larity. 

There are distinct advantages to using save-the- 
date cards over just mailing out wedding invita- 
tions earlier. Cost is a large factor. There have 
been occasions where a last-minute change has to 
be made to the wording of an invitation, whether 
a clergyman must be replaced or the venue has to 
be changed. If invitations were mailed out early, 
there could be a large cost in reprinting new invi- 
tations with the correct information and subse- 
quently resending them. Human carelessness is 
another factor. It's much easier. for guests to mis- 
place an invitation if they receive it far in advance 
of the wedding. Then they may not accurately re- 
member ceremony and reception times and may 
not have the directions to the venue. • 
Save-the-date cards can be mailed several 
months in advance of a wedding. They're often

used if a wedding is being held during the peak 
season or close to the holidays and it is antici- 
pated that guests will have to pick and choose 
among events to attend. These early reminders 
are also useful if a destination wedding is being 
held, or if out-of-town-guests have to make travel 
arrangements. Having extra notice may help 
them secure a discount on a flight or apply for a 
passport, if necessary. Some couples simply 
choose to send save-the-date -cards just as an 



added announcement that the wedding will be 
coming and they're excited about it. 
Just as wedding invitations are as varied as the 
couples who choose them, save-the-date cards 
come in a variety of styles as well. In fact, they 
don't have to be cards at all. Here are some 
creative ideas to consider.

A stressful task to say the 
least, planning a wedding 
comes with a variety of deci- 
sions a couple must make 
before walking down the 
aisle, While many of these 
decisions are behind-the- 
scenes issues that most of 
your guests may never even 
notice, the process of choos- 
ing the right caterer is one 
decision couples must not 
take lightly, as everyone in 
attendance will be affected 
by who you choose to cater 
your special day. 

Perhaps the main thing a 
couple must consider when 
choosing a caterer is their 
budget. Regardless of the 
style of your reception, cost 
will likely be dictated by the 
type of food you choose to 
serve your guests. Whether 
you choose a sit-down din- 
ner or buffet style, the type 
of food and the number of 
guests dictate the price. If 
you're unsure of what to 
offer your guests, ask a 
caterer to offer some sugges- 
tions and see if it's possible 
to sample a few dishes from 
the kitchen. Many caterers 
" are glad to do this, and it 
will give you a better idea of 
how you'll be spending your 
money. 

When choosing a caterer, it 
is also important to check 
references. You can be re- 
ferred to a caterer via a 
friend or coworker who is 
married, or you can ask any 
caterer during an .interview 
to supply you with refer- 
ences. 

Before choosing a caterer, it 
is also a good idea to reach 
an agreement on all fees, any 
extra charges or insurance 
and what the payment 



schedule will be like. This 
will more than likely be the 
most expensive part of the 
wedding, so having a con- 
crete agreement in writing is 
the most responsible and 
safe way to go. Negotiating 
the price can be a difficult 
task, since most caterers will 
provide you with an esti- 
mate based on 100 guests, 
even if you have fewer guests 
coming. Discuss what the 
caterers fee for fewer guests 
might be, if there is any at 
all. Also ask what the fee will 
be if you need to add more 
guests after reaching your 
agreement, or if the fee can 
be lessened should certain 
guests decide they are un- 
able to make it. In many 
cases, after you ve confirmed 
your guest list, refunds are 
not available for guests who 
don't show up for the recep- 
tion and don't get a plate. 
And though this is some- 
thing no couple wants to 
think about, make sure you 
have a cancellation policy in 
writing as well should the 
caterer need to back out for 
any reason. 

Another thing to consider 
is how many catering em- 
ployees you want at the re- 
ception. In general, guests 
are seated in groups of eight 
or 10, so having one server 
for every eight to 10 people 
is a good way to go. Also 
make sure you know what 
you're paying these servers, 
and be sure to have that in 
writing as well. Make sure 
that the gratuities for the 
staff and the taxes are in- ' 
eluded in the price, too. 
After your wedding is over, 
the fewer hidden and extra 
fees, the better. 



When seeking out a caterer, 
you also want to see what 
types of decorations the 
caterer offers, if any. Table 
settings, floral arrangements 
for each table, and color 
schemes should all be open 
to discussion. Ask if table- 
ware and linens are included 
as part of the estimate or the 
agreement. Believe it or not, 
these can get pretty pricey, 
so knowing what they are 
ahead of time can help you 
avoid any surprises. Some 
caterers also do not provide 
a cake with their estimate. 
Find out if they recommend 
any vendors and the types of 
cakes, styles and flavor you 
may select.

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How to calm wedding jitters 



(MS) — The work involved with planning a 
wedding can stress out even the most stable of in- 
dividuals. Even those brides-to-be who knew all 
the reasons why they were getting married a few 
months ago may be facing the prospect of walk- 
ing down the aisle with anxiety. 

Call it cold feet or wedding jitters, the feeling is 
common among newlyweds-to-be. Stress has a 
funny way of making mountains out of molehills 
■ — little idiosyncracies in a partner can quickly 
grow into horrible character traits. The key is rec- 
ognizing when fears are just the result of too 
much planning and not deep-rooted relationship 
issues. Usually a person quickly realizes they're 
more overwhelmed about the wedding details 
than the thought of making a commitment. 

"The What If Guy," by Taylor G. Wilshire has 
messages of love, forgiveness and affirmation at 
its roots, which can offer help at this important 
time in your life. It also provides an entertaining 
story that gives you a chance to kick back and es- 
cape. 

1. Put your thoughts onto paper — Make a list 
of what is causing the most anxiety. This'release 



technique is something main character Ryley 
McKenna used in the book to clear her fears and 
prevent overworking. Sometimes having all of 
your racing thoughts organized and on paper can 
help you rationally address the issues and see that 
there is no serious cause of the jitters. It can also 
help you pinpoint a common stress trigger, such 
as a financial concern or a conflict with a family 
member. Compare these fears to a list of reasons 
why you love your partner and want to enter a 
commitment with this person. This simple task 
can bring order to jumbled feelings and offer 
clarity on any nervousness you may have. 

2. Learn to relax — Make time for yourself and 
enjoy activities that are not directly related to 
wedding planning. For example, some women 
benefit from a massage or facial treatment. 
Others find that a relaxing drive or walk along 
the beach or through another quiet area can 
help promote calmness.

• Confirm all details a few 
days before. Provide direc- 
tions to and from your 
home, church and reception 
site. No one wants a photog- 
rapher who is missing in ac- 
tion.

limited budgets. 

• Don t overlap. Register for 
each item in one store only. 
Otherwise, \ you may get 
frazzled keeping ' track of 
gifts that have and haven't 
been purchased of- end -up 
with duplicates. 

■ Never announce your reg- 
istration in wedding invita- 
tions — this implies that 
gifts are as important to you 
as guests. Friends and family 
can make sure word gets 
out. 

• Keep a running gift list. 
Make a note of each item 
you receive, who sent it and 



any thoughts that come to 
mind when you unwrap it 
on a master note pad.
